Beginning at the northwest corner of the above described prop-
erty; thenoe in a westerly direction and at right angles with
the conterllne of Rio Grande street to a point If feet east of
the east curb line; thenoe In a southerly direction and par-
allel with the centerline of Rio Grande street 100 feet to
a point; thenoe In an easterly direction and at right angles
with the oenterllne of Rio Grande street to the southwest
corner of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the said

Weatenfleld Development Company, hereinafter termed *Contractor," upon the following

express terms and conditions]

along the north, west and south lines of the above described space, suoh guard rail

to be at least If feet high and substantially braced and anchored.

(5) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or other public

utilities in the construction of suoh barricades*

(6) That provisions shall bo made for the normal flow of all storm waters In

the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done duo to ob-

struction of any suoh storm water.

(7) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any walkway

barricades or obstructions red lights during all periods of darkneaa and provide

lighting system for all tunnels.

(S) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose materials and

other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after the necessity for

their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, suoh time to be determined by

the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk, barricades, materials, equip-

ment and other obstructions shall be removed not later than July 1, 1939*

(9) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all the

privileges herein granted, or to require the erection or installation of additional
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barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(10) That the uae and enjoyment of the apaoea herein granted shall not be exclus-

ive aa against public needa, and the City, in making such grant reserves the right to

enter and occupy any part or all of aald space any time with its public utilities, or

for other necessary public purposes*

(11) That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed or injur-

ed as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of the construct-

ion work for said building project, whether done by the Contractor, Olty forces, or

public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contractor's expense.

(18) That the Contractor shall furnish the Olty of Austin a surety bond In the

sum of One Thousand Dollars (|1000.00), which shall protect, indemnify and hold harm-

less the City of Austin from any claims for damages to any person or property that

may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the exercise of the privileges

granted the Contractor by the Olty of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of

all sidewalks, pavement, and all other public property and public utilities disturbed

or removed during the construction work, and shall further guarantee the construction H

of a walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space. *
